After  his  confession,  Hunt  was  ordered 
held  but  left  jail  when  he  posted 
$  100,000  bail.  As  he  left  court,  Hunt  told 
reporters  that  the  Watergate  break-in  as 
outlined  by  the  federal  prosecuting 
attorney  Wednesday  was  substantially 
correct.

notes  and  Hunt  returning  his  pay,  $175. 

“How  long  were  you  at  Muskie 
headquarters?”  asked  Seymour  Glanzer, 
the  assistant  prosecutor. 

“From  the  beginning  of  March  1972  to 
about  the  middle  of  April,”  Gregory  said. 
Hunt  at  that  time  was  still  on  the  White 
House  payroll. 

Q.  Why  did  you  leave? 

A.  Mr.  Hunt  asked  me,  told  me,  I 
probably  would  be  asked  to  move  to 
another  headquarters  after  Sen. 
Muskie- after  a  number  of  primary 
defeats-was  not  very  likely  to  get  the 
presidential  nomination. 

At  the  McGovern  headquarters, 
Gregory  testified,  he  worked  with 
students  for  McGovern,  then  began 
processing  incoming  mail  and  requests  for 
information  and  finally  mail  that 
contained  contributions. 

Prosecutor  Earl  J.  Silbert  charged 
Wednesday  in  his  opening  remarks  that 
Gregory  was  instructed  to  get  a  job  as  a 
student  intern  on  the  campaign  staff  of 
Edmund  Muskie,  then  the  Democratic 
frontrunner. 

After  the  Wisconsin  Primary,  April  4, 
Muskie  fell  behind  and  Gregory  obtained 
a  job  in  the  McGovern  camp,  according  to 
Silbert.  He  added  that  the  student,  who 
was  subpoenaed  last  week,  was  told  to 
provide  a  “physical  layout,  the  floor  plan 
of  the  arrangement  of  the  headquarters  of 
Sen.  McGovern,  particularly  of  the  offices 
of  (campaign  officials)  Frank  Mankiewicz 
and  Gary  Hart.” 

Robert  B.  Fletcher,  of  Summit,  N.J., 
was  the  opening  witness  who  implicated 
Gregory  in  the  Watergate  situation. 

Fletcher  testified  he  was  asked  by  Hunt 
whether  he  had  “any  friends  in  the 
Washington  area  who  might  be  interested 
in  joining  the  Democratic  organization  to 
provide  information.” 

Fletcher  testified  that  after  he  spoke  to 
Hunt,  he  contacted  Gregory,  and  told 
him  of  the  job  offer. 

“Why  did  you  contact  Gregory  first?” 
asked  Gerald  Alch,  attorney  for  James  W. 
McCord  Jr.,  one  of  the  six  remaining 
defendants. 

A.  “Among  my  friends,  he  is  my 
closest,  and  I  thought  he  might  be 
interested,”  Fletcher  said.  “He  was  single 
and  mobile.” 

Later,  Fletcher  said,  he  learned  Gregory 
had  gorie  to  work  for  Hunt. 

Q.  “Did  he  show  any  enthusiasm  about 
the  work  he  was  doing?” 

A.  “At  first,  but  he  thought  that  the 
information  he  was  getting  could  not 
possibly  be  of  any  value.” 

EARLIER  Thursday,  before  Gregory 
testified,  BYU  President  Dallin  Oaks 
issued  a  statement  saying  the  university 
would  take  no  action  until  the  judicial 
proceedings  had  ended. 

In  his  full  statement,  Pres.  Oaks  said,  “I 
am  satisfied  that  no  Brigham  Young 
University  teacher  or  official  had  any 
knowledge  of  the  alleged  spying.  If  the 
spying  took  place,  we  deplore  it.” 

The  president  issued  the  statement 
after  conferring  with  Dr.  Keith  Melville, 
the  political  science  professor  who  was 
supervising  Gregory’s  “Independent

-Melville  said  he  was  first  contacted  last 
February  by  Gregory. 

“He  proposed  the  program  and  gave  me 
a  list  of  books  he  was  to  read,”  said 
Melville.

Melville  said  the  purpose  of  the 
program  was  for  Gregory  to  gain 
experience  in  a  presidential  campaign  and 
analyze  the  internal  workings  of  politics.

ASBYU  allots  funds 
for  school-stakes  ball 


The  ASBYU  Executive  Council  has  voted  to  appropriate  $3,155  to 
help  finance  the  joint  student  government- 10-stake  Gold  and  Green 
Ball.  This  is  in  addition  to  $2,000  previously  allotted  by  the  stakes. 

In  their  weekly  meeting,  the  Council  adopted  a  resolution  urging 
faculty  members  to  require  “the  latest  materials  in  the  field  but  not 
arbitrarily  shift  texts  from  term  to  term.” 

Setting  Y-day  in  the  spring  term  was  discussed  with  a  vote  to  come  in 
the  next  meeting. 

Also  under  consideration  by  student  government  officers  is  an 
Athletics  Office  budget  increase  of  $3,300*to  be  used  in  extramural 
programs.  The  funds  would  go  to  sports  not  supported  by  the 
University’s  Athletic  Dept:  soccer,  rugby,  lacrosse,  bowling,  chess,  table 
tennis,  skiing,  volleyball  and  the  rodeo. 
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SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  -  The 
Utah  Legislature  has  taken  into  its 
realm  mandatory  capital 
punishment  for  certain  forms  of 
murder,  lowering  the  state  sales 
tax,  protection  of  news  sources, 
predator  control  and  oil  drilling  in 
the  Great  Salt  Lake. 

The  lawmakers  took  on  those 
chores  during  Thursday’s  session. 

More  than  a  dozen 
representatives  introduced  a  bill 
making  the  death  penalty 
mandatory  for  those  convicted  of 
first-degree  murder  under  10 
specified  circumstances.  Life 
imprisonment  would  be 
mandatory  under  other 
circumstances  of  first-degree 
murder. 

Committee  work  moved  into 
high  gear  and  there  were  no  floor 
sessions  Thursday  morning.  The 
legislature  completed  organizing 
with  adoption  by  the  House  of 
the  joint  rules. 

The  capital  punishment  bill  is 
trying  to  circumvent  U.S. 
Supreme  court  objections  to  the 
death  penalty.  The  high  court 
objected  to  unequal 
administrations  of  the  death 
penalty. 

The  death  penalty  would  be 
mandatory  for  first-degree  murder 
under  the  bill  if: 

-The  person  were  previously 
convicted  for  murder. 

- The  murder  occured  while  the. 
murderer  was  in  prison  or  a 
fugitive. 

—It  were  a  multiple  slaying. 

-A  policeman,  prison  or 
corrections  officer,  or  fireman 
were  killed. 

-The  murderer  were  hired  for 
the  killing. 

-The  murder  were  an 
assassination. 

—The  murder  were  by  bombing. 

-The  murder  were  during 
commission  of  a  specified  felony. 

-The  murder  were  committed 
to  prevent  arrest. 

-A  public  official  were 
murdered.

Jail  term  ends  in  expulsion 


BANGKOK  (AP)  -  Two 
American  missionaries  have  been 
expelled  from  Thailand  after 
serving  a  six-month  jail  term  each 
for  desecrating  a  Buddha  image, 
.  police  reported  Thursday. 

Joseph  K.  Wall,  23,  of  Utah  and 
Kimball  Larson  of  Michigan  - 
both  Mormon  missionaries 
stationed  in  Nakhon  Sawan  in 
central  Thailand  about  1 50  miles 
north  of  Bangkok  were 
deported  from  Thailand  last 
Tuesday,  police  said. 

They  were  sentenced  to  six 
months  imprisonment  by  the  local 
provincial  court  after  pleading 
guilty  to  desecration  charges. 

Wall  was  accused  of  sitting  and 
grinning  atop  a  15-foot  high 
Buddha  image  while  Larson 
photographed  him  in  that 


position.  This  was  considered 
gross  insult  to  an  image  of 
religious  worship  and  is  against 
the  law  in  Thailand. 

Their  action  became  known 
after  they  sent  the  film  to  a  photo 
studio  for  developing.  A  Thai 
darkroom  boy^,  apparently  upset 
by  the  Americans’  contemptuous 
manner,  sent  a  print  of  the  photo 
to  a  newspaper  in  Bangkok  where 
it  was  published. 

Publication  of  the  photo 


created  an  uproar  and  the  two 
were  arrested.  Their  plea  of 
ignorance  of  Thai  religious  custom 
was  dismissed,  because  as  religious 
missionaries  they  should  know  the 
object  of  religious  worship  of  the 
people  and  country  where  they 
were  posted,  the  court  ruled.

Prevent,  don’t  cure 


Science  is  producing  a  world  of  mutants. 

So  says  Dr.  Bently  Glass,  a  genetics  authority  who  was  a  recent  visitor 
to  the  BYU  campus. 

According  to  Dr.  Glass,  physicians  and  researchers  are  seeking  to 
control  genetic  diseases  instead  of  eliminating  their  causes.  As  a  result, 
persons  who  suffer  from  maladies  such  as  diabetes  are  now  living  to 
reproductive  years  instead  of  dying  before  they  give  birth  to  children. 

By  not  stressing  genetic  research,  Glass  says  physicians  are  asking  for 
a  “pooling  of  genetic  disorders”  which  could  result  in  eventual 
catastrophe. 

This  emphasis  on  the  cure  instead  of  the  prevention  has  already 
resulted  in  worldwide  genetic  changes. 

For  example,  human  beings  long  ago  lost  the  capacity  to  synthesize 
vitamins  C  and  D.  One  recessive  gene  to  inhibit  production  of  these 
essential  vitamins  spread  from  our  biological  ancestors,  until  now  the 
condition  is  universal.  Mankind  has  to  get  these  vitamins  from  artificial 
means. 

A  more  recent  addition  to  the  list  is  myopia.  It  is  so  easy  for 
optometrists  to  fit  near-sighted  persons  with  glasses  instead  of  find  a 
genetic  cure  for  the  disorder  that  the  time  is  fast  coming  when  everyone 
will  be  myopic. 

Are  researchers  and  surgeons  cognizant  of  the  fact  that  their  lack  of 
research  now  will  only  result  in  more  work  for  them  in  the  years  ahead? 

Dr.  Glass  has  spend  30  years  trying  to  get  genetic  research  a  required 
part  of  medical  school  curriculum.  He  has  failed.  Maybe  the  time  has 
come  to  take  a  serious  look  at  the  role  of  genetics  in  medicine.

Nixon  scraps  Phase  Two 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
President  Nixon,  vowjng  a 
continued  fight  against  inflation, 
scrapped  most  firm  wage-price 
controls  Thursday  except  for 
those  on  the  food  and  health 
industries. 

In  a  surprise  move,  Nixon  told 
Congress  he  will  rely  on  a  largely 
voluntary  effort  to  restrain 
increases  in  prices  and  wages. 

But  he  said  firm  regulations  will 
be  continued  “with  special  vigor 
for  firms  invoJved  in  food 
processing  and  food  retailing.” 

In  addition,  mandatory  aspects 


of  the  now-abandoned  Phase  Two 
control  program  will  continue  to 
apply  to  health  services-doctor, 
dentist  and  hospital  bills. 

In  announcing  that  he  was 
abolishing  the  Phase  Two  Price 
Commission  and  Pay  Board, 
Nixon  asked  Congress  to  extend 
for  one  year  beyond  a  scheduled 
April  30  expiration  the  Economic 
Stabilization  Act  that  permits 
firm  wage-price  ceilings. 

Under  the  requested  stand-by 
authority,  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  George  Shultz  said,  any 
companies  or  unions  that  flout 


new  voluntary  guidelines  “are 
going  to  be  clobbered.” 

In  a  special  message  to 
Congress,  Nixon  established  a 
broad  goal  of  reducing  the 
nation’s  inflation  rate  to  2 /%  per 
cent  or  less  by  the  end  of  this 
year,  while  boasting  his  past 
policies  have  already  produced 
“the  lowest  rate  of  inflation  of 
any  industrial  country  in  the  free 
world.” 

Nixon’s  dismantling  of  most  of 
the  control  machinery  will  lead, 
Shultz  said,  to  dramatic  cutbacks 
in  the  number  of  federal  workers 
assigned  to  policing  wage-price 
restraints.

Technique  in 
for  use  of  rib 


Work  now  underway  at  the 
University  of  Toronto  (Canada)  . 
may  lead  to  the  development  of  a 
technique  that  will  allow  surgeons 
to  use  a  person’s  rib  bone  to 
repair  or  replace  facial  bone, 
according  to  the  National  Society 
for  Medical  Research. 

Dr.  David  McCullough  of  the 
Royal  Victoria  Hospital  reported 
the  work  he  has  been  doing  with 
Dr.  John  M.  Frederickson  of 
Toronto,  at  the  American  College 
of  Surgeons  meeting  in  San 
Francisco. 

The  scientists  found  that  by 
using  microsurgical  techniques 
they  could  take  a  dog’s  ninth  rib, 
along  with  its  intercostal  artery 
and  vein,  and  reposition  it  in  the 
neck  of  their  experimental  animal. 

McCullough  says  that  of  20 
grafts  done  in  their  experimental 
animal  studies,  85  per  cent 
survived.  He  called  this  '‘probably 
the  highest  survival  rate  ever 
reported  for  composite  grafts.”

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Graduate  education  problem  noted 


A  possible  overreaction  to  the 
currently  depressed  market  for 
Ph.D.’s  may  cause  irreversible 
damage  to  the  capability  of 
graduate  education  to  meet  the 
nation’s  needs,  according  to  the 
initial  statement  of  the  newly 
established  National  Board  on 
Graduate  Education.  One 
indication  of  this,  according  to 
the  report,  is  the  dramatic  decline 
of  federally  supported  graduate 
students,  from  5 1 ,446  in  1 969,  to 
22,12.1  estimated  for  1972. 

Although  manpower  projections 
indicate  that  the  employment 
market  for  Ph.D.’s  in  the  coming 
decade  is  not  favorable,  the  Board 
warns  that  “the  science  of 
forecasting  manpower 


requirements  is  still  in  a  primitive 
stage  of  development.”  Social  and 
economic  changes  may  render 
forecasts  obsolete;  overreaction  to 
the  presently  depressed  market 
could  reduce  the  future  supply  of 
Ph.D.’s  and  because  little  is 
known  about  supply  and  demand 
in  individual  disciplines,  excesses 
in  some  fields  may  be 
accompanied  by  shortages  in 
others. 

In  response  to  a  growing 
concern  about  the  future  of 
graduate  education,  the  Board  was 
established  by  the  Conference 
Board  of  Associated  Research 
Councils,  composed  of  the 
American  Council  on  Education, 
the  Social  Science  Research 


Council,  the  American  Council  of 
Learned  Societies,  and  the 
National  Research  Council.  The 
work  of  the  Board  has  been 
sponsored  by  several  different 
foundations  and  agencies, 
including  the  National  Science 
Foundation,  the  Carnegie 
Corporation,  the  National 
Institute  of  General  Medical 
Sciences,  and  the  Andrew  Mellon 
Foundation. 

The  Board  is  chaired  by  David 
D.  Henry,  President  Emeritus  of 
the  University  of  Illinois  and 
Distinguished  Professor  of  Higher- 
Education. 

One  major  activity  of  the  Board 
will  be  a  critical  review  of  the 
relevance  and  effectiveness  of

Wyoming  was  at  work  in 
Albuquerque.  BYU  had  18 
miscues  in  the  game. 

The  Mountain  Cats  lost  the  ball 
three  straight  times  on  errors  as 
they  struggled  to  wrest  the  lead 
from  the  Lobos  with  the  score 
51-50  and  8:21  remaining  in  the 
game. 

ALTHOUGH  BYU  stuck  close 
throughout  the  first  part  of  the 
game,  leading  for  nearly  10 
minutes  of  the  first  half  and  three 
minutes  of  the  second,  the  Lobos 
scored  nine  in  a  row  for  a  60-50 
lead  to  put  the  game  away. 

The  loss  was  the  second 
conference  defeat  for  BYU  against 
one  loss.  The  Lobos  won  their 
first  WAC  decision  after  two  road 
losses  in  Arizona. 

The  Cats  ‘started  as  though  they 
would  steam  the  Lobos  right  out 
of  the  arena  with  torrid  first-half 
shooting.  BYU  leaped  to  an  8-2 
lead  and  later  led  14-8.  But  the 
Lobos  then  ran  off  a  19-4  skein  to 
take  the  advantage  '27-18. 
Offensive  rebounding  was  the  key 
for  New  Mexico  as  they  took  1 7 
more  shots  than  BYU  in  the  half. 

THE  COUGARS  CAME  BACK, 
however,  shifting  from  a 
man-to-man  defense  into  a  zone 
that  held  the  Lobos  shotless  for 
more  than  two  minutes  in  the 
waning  moments  of  the  half.  The 
Blue  crept  to  within  three  at  the 
half,  trailing  33-30.  BYU  shot  a 
rousing  .7 1  per  cent  from  the  field 
in  the  stanza. 

The  second  period  saw  BYU 
score  six  straight  to  regain  the 
lead  at  36-33.  The  Lobos  looked 
nonplussed  as  they  threw  the  ball 
away  twice  in  a  row,  unusual  for  a 
team  that  committed  only  10 
turnovers  in  the  match.

Noise  may  help 
kidney  patients 

A  University  of  Virginia 
researcher  has  developed  an 
ultrasonic  probe  which  may  make 
surgery  to  remove  painful  kidney 
stones  unnecessary,  according  to 
the  National  Society  for  Medical 
Research. 

Dr.  Stuart'S.  Howards,  assistant 
professor  of  urology  at  the  UV 
School  of  Medicine,  has  used  a 
miniature  probe  that  transmits 
high-frequency  sound  waves  to 
break  up  kidney  stones  in  animals. 

Once  it  has  been  perfected,  the 
probe  may  be  used  in  humans  to 
crumble  stones  which  would  then 
be  passed  naturally  through  the 
urinary  tract.  This  would  avoid 
surgery  which  normally  requires 
about  10  days  of  hospitalization 
and  six  weeks  of  convalescence. 

Animal  experiments  will 
continue  until  the-  scientists  are 
absolutely  certain  there  will  be  no 
side  effects  if  the  probe  is  used  in 
humans.  To  date,  they  have  found 
that  using  the  ultrasonic  probe 
produces  fewer  changes  in 
surrounding  tissue  than  does 
surgery.

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Regarding  Thomas  Gregory 

President  Oaks  issues  statement 


EDITOR’S  NOTE:  The  following  statement  was  issued  Thursday  at  3 
p.m.  by  BYU  President  Dallin  Oaks  and  should  have  been  printed  in 
today’s  Daily  Universe.  Later  Thursday  afternoon,  BYU  student 
Thomas  Gregory  admitted  in  testimony  in  Washington,  D.C.  courtroom 
that  he  was  paid  to  spy  on  the  campaigns  of  the  Democratic 
presidential  contenders  Edmund  Muskie  and  George  McGovern. 

University  officials  are  deeply  concerned  about  Gregory’s 
involvement  in  the  case  and  are  making  arrangements  to  obtain  copies 
of  his  testimony  in  its  entirety. 


Concern  with  news  accounts  about  the  alleged  undercover  activities 
of  Thomas  J.  Gregory,  a  BYU  student  who  is  said  to  have  been  engaged 
in  spying  while  engaged  as  a  voluntary  campaign  worker  with 
Democratic  candidates,  prompts  me  to  issue  the  following  explanation 
of  the  position  of  Brigham  Young  University  on  this  matter. 

1.  After  personally  interviewing  the  faculty  member  and 
administrative  officers  involved  directly  or  indirectly  in  the 
supervision  of  Gregory’s  work,  I  am  satisfied  that  no  Brigham 
Young  University  teacher  or  official  had  any  knowledge  of  the 
alleged  spying.  If  the  spying  took  place,  we  deplore  it. 

2.  The  Brigham  Young  University  Code  of  Honor,  which  applies  to 
all  students  enrolled  at  Brigham  Young  University  (whether  on 
campus  or  involved  in  off-campus  internship  opportunities) 
commits  all  students  and  University  personnel  to  “the  observance 
of  high  principles  of  honor,  integrity,  and  morality.”  Violation  of 
a  principle  of  the  Code  of  Honor  may  result  in  University 
discipline,  including  suspension  or  expulsion. 

3.  The  granting  of  academic  credit  for  on-campus  or  off-campus 
study  depends  almost  exclusively  upon  the  decision  of  the 
teacher.  Considerations  of  honor,  integrity,  and  morality  in  the 
methods  used  in  completing  academic  work  are  no  less  important 
than  the  substance  of  the  work  itself.  Credit  may  be  withheld 
where  the  accomplishment  of  the  work  has  violated  the  high 
standards  of  the  University  or  the  relationship  of  trust  between 
teacher  and  student. 

4.  For  the  present  it  seems  advisable  for  the  University  to  take  no 
action  in  this  matter  until  further  facts  have  been  determined.  At 
this  point  we  have  only  the  statement  of  the  prosecutor  (as 
reported  by  the  news  media)  on  what  he  anticipates  the  evidence 
will  show,  and  the  investigative  efforts  of  the  news  media.  We  have 
not  yet  heard  the  sworn  testimony  of  Mr.  Gregory.  As  deeply  as 
we  deplore  conduct  of  the  type  alleged  here,  the  circumstances  are 
not  such  as  to  require  the  University  to  pursue  its  own  disciplinary 
action  without  waiting  for  the  disposition  of  legal  proceedings.  In 
this  case,  we  can  wait  for  the  facts  to  be  developed  in  the  judicial 
proceeding,  and  then  take  whatever  action  seems  appropriate.
